CHICAGO, F«T>. IS.—A special to thu 
Rosord from Victoria, 'B. C., says: 
A letter received 'by Mrs. A. A. Hum- 
phreys of this ci'ty 'from a Captain of a 
border regimerit, since wounded at Splon 
Kop, gives a graphic description ot the 
3oss of the .British guns at the Tugel.i 
river. The letter was dated at Frere, 
December 21st, and In part says: 
"People hardly j-ealize yet what a big 
undertaking 'this is turning out 
to be. 
Everything points to the Boers having not 
less than sixty thousand men in the field, 
with guns superior to ours in .range and 
little behind us 
in marksmanship, and 
until we ge't out a lot more troops there 
is no likelihood of our doing much more 
t'ha-n. hold them In check. 
"They are undoubtedly following out a 
plan of campaign which they have worked 
out in all detail's in peace -times, and thsy 
are carrying it out most perfectly. They 
have spies everywhere, and 
are al-way.-' 
prepared ;to meet any move on our -part 
almost ibefore we've begun. We are ex- 
actly the reverse, and never seem to know 
wha-t they are doing and how majiy there 
are oi£ them in any direction. 
We don't 
trust a single coJonlal (Cape -Colonist). 
"We Ijavo a first-class topographical 
map of the frontier of 'the Transvaal, but 
no mllttary map of these parts, and no 
one knows -which hill commands another, 
or what 'kind of positions there are on 


the- other aids of the mountains facing us. 
Wo are exactly like the French, army in 
tho Franco-German war, with excellent 
maps of tho enemy's country, but with 
none of our own. The Boer positions are 
on all the high ridges and hills. They ex- 
tend for miles and comnmnd every bit of 
ground In front.' 
"Tho hills behind are prepared for de- 
fense. If they are driven back from one 
position they don't have to go very far 
:o got 'behind a new 'line of resistance. 
Water Is far from plentiful 
and the 
transports scarce, so we have to stick 
pretty well to the railway. Buller has a 
hard nut to crack in tho Boer position in 
front of us—Colenso hills defending the 
river Tugela, which we must cross and 
which is only fordaMe in. places few and 
Tar between.

NEW 
YORK, Feb. 13.—The striking 
feature of the war situation In London 
is the boundless confidence reposed in 
Lord Roberts. General Buller's report of 
his third repulse, published today, arouies 
no harsh criticism, for some of the ex- 
perts say the attack was only' a feint,'or- 
dered by Lord Roberts with a. view to 
keeping General Joubert busy and pre- 
venting him from sending reinforcements 
to General Cronje at Kimberley. 
Tho pitiful condition of the Inhabitants 
of Kimberley, who are dying of disease 
at an appalling rate, leads to the belief 
that Lord Roberts, with his army of 85,000 
men, 
will endeavor to raise the siege at 
once. On the 
other hand, experts say 
thai, invasion of ths Free State would be 
wiser tactics. But whatever Lord Rob- 
erts does will bs accepted as the best 
thing to do. 


The Boer raid in Zululand continues to 
alarm Natal. It is believed the Trans- 
vaalers will sweep vast herds of cattle 
out ct Zululand and then raid northeast- 
ern Natal. 


A dispatch from Fietermaritzburg states 
that 
fresh meat is abundant in Natal, 
thirty oxen being slaughtered daily, and 
that the Boers have over one hundred i 
guns between the Tugela and llodder and i 
Ladysn-.ith, and the Boer artillery fire i 
greatly impresses all who -see it, the 
guns being mounted in almost Impossible 
places.

NEW TORK, Feb. 13.—A dispatch, to the 
Herald from London says: 
Julian Ralph, in a letter to tho Daily

"British defeats at the hands of' the 
Boers are duo to the fact that the meth- 
ods cf modern warfare have been brought 
:o a pa.use by the demonstrated power of 
the weapors of today. 
"The essential qualities of the, aJmy of 
:wenty years aero are no longer the siu- 
areme necessities for success. The man 
lnd the sun. stands more supreme than 
ever. 
"Dig a trench and line it "with good 
shots, supported by modern artillery, and 
no enemy can advance in .the face of 
them. They may be outflanked or, starved, 
but while .their ammunition holds out non« 
can oust them, for they can tIAl the whole 
plain over.*, radius of at least 4.UUO yards 
with such a withering- blast of shrapnel 
and.rifle.b.ullets that no troops can-stand 
in the open before it." 
Speaking of Magersfontein, he says: 
"The Boers there demonstrated the fact 
that, given a plain, field glass, modern 
magazine rifles and Quick firing: small 
guns, and the whole German army Itself 
could not dislodge the .65,000 men of the 
two -Boer republics by a frontal attack 
on those grass edged trenches. Not 50,000 
British could have beaten, those 15.UOO 
Boers, except at such a. sacrifice of llfs 
as .no- commander would require or could 
be pardoned for occasioning. 


"For a' frontal attack the old military 
manuals declared that the attacking force 
must be three times that of the defending 
force, l;ut toCay, with the new weapons, 
it is said ten must attack one.

WASHING-TON, Feb. 13.—A bill appro- 


priating $150,000 for tho enlargement of the 
public building at Portland, Oregon, was 
passed. 
, The financial bill was then laid before 
the Senate and Mr. Allison (l.owa) the 
ranking Republican member of the Fi- 
nance Committee, addressed the Senate. 
He said he did not propose to enter upon 
a general discussion of the financial ques- 
tions which had been more or less consid- 
ered during the last live years. In the 
peneir.g measure It was proposed to deal 
T,'ith the currencs' question In a large and 
general way.

THE LiBRARY 
COMPETITION. 


The public spirited policy that has over 


boen a aistinguishirirf feature oE the Ebell 
Society is again beinu asserted, for, not 
satisfied with having been instrumental 
in securing the new library, it is now to 
the front with a proposition in that regard 
that rounds oft, as It were, the good work 
nlreidy done. The method suggested of 
obtaining high-grade and varied plans for 
111 a new buildii:g by Inaugurating a com- 
petitive contest open to alt.and "With lib- 
eral cash rewards as prizes, is both prac- 
tical and in line with the best possibilities 
of the situation, for it needs no argument 
to bring out the fact that the finest stim- 
ulant that can b« given to any matter 
involving an Individual's earning capacity 
is a money reward. A striking evidence 
ol' the effectiveness of such a system is 
given in the case of tho strife engendered 
by Mrs. Hearst's offers regarcHns the Uni- 
versity of California, nearly all the noted 
architects of the world taking a hand in 
tho competition. While Wd must not, o£ 
course* expect the rivalry in our case to 
be much more than local, at the same 
time ,n«wa of the handsome bonuses of- 
fered will travel throughout the West, 
nnd the inducements are certainly liberal 
enough to attract the leading architectu- 
ral talent in this part of the country. 


The good-hcartedncss of the citizen who 


through tho Ebell Society deslras to in- 
augurate this most promising competition 
is deserving of the highest commendation, 
fcr it is patent that he is thoroughly en- 
listed in the. welfare and prosperity of 
the community. The mohey available for 
the new library is ample tn secure a build- 
ing that will be architecturally handsome 
as well as fitted with a'.l the up-to-date 
conveniences, and this being so wo should 
.endeavor to get 'the best while we are 
about it. In this connection, too, it might 
be 'well to suggest that in the formation 
of tho building something should be done 
to commemorate the liberal donor who 
solved the problem with .which Oakland 
has been wrestling for so many years. 
Some of the Institutions he is thus found- 
ing arc incorporal Ing his name into their 
title, such us "Tho Carnegie Library," 
and so forth, and though such a course 
Is not likely to be adopted here, still there 
should be something cone in that regard.

best,reflected in its public places.
